Of the eight Roderick Haig-Brown books, our 
favorite it A River Never Sleeps. But on Sunday 
we found a river that appeared to be asleep. 

Aa we walked along the banka of Muir Creek, eight or 
nine mile* beyoofd Sank*, wo noticed the river wma itnngciy 
still. Not a current moved our kirei. 

We got about half a mile above the highway bridge, at 
the Inf of the big pool and the cliff which mean* a river 
croadng to go further upstream to the better fishing spots. 

The river wa* crystal clear and deep, even deep for 
ehnt waders. The little nm we usually Qah wasn't then, 
of the pool. 

Just a maim axtanaicn of the deep pod showed at the foot 

There was a strange quiet on anally babbUag Muir 
Creek. 

Then, without warning, the babbling started to tnaka tho 
crack murmur, the birds started to ch ir p and a iih a sky aquii*> 
nl started to chatter. 

Both the woods and (he river came to life at the same 
time. 

A strong current tugged around our wader*, where 
moments before there had been no current at all. The stlU 
bottom end of the pool became our fast ran again as the 
river rushed through it. 

W« placed a stick at the water’s edge and moments 
later It was on dry river bank, one foot from the river. The 
river would slow up for a few seconds and then start again 
to rush faster than ever. 

Then, it was shallow enough for us to wade acroes in 
chest waders, but still too deep lor wife Taffy to fallow In 
blp waders. 

The river eras still falling, but darkness waa drawing far 
and we decided It would be folly to wait much longer far the 
water to drop so we could continue upstream. 

* * * 

Wbat had obviously happened was Out we had reached 
the big pool just as one of the best highest tides of the year 
had backed up fa It 

Normally we wouldn't exiwet fa find tidal Influanoe that 
fur up. At that time the tide was just two hours past the 
high tide change at the seafront. The 10.5-foot tide must 
have backed up against the river and stopped it far a few 
minutes. Then as the tide receded the river started again 
to rush (town fa the sea. 

We don't consider Muir Creek a particularly good fishing 
river, although at times we have caught cutthroat trout and 
jacks in it. never a stacBwsd, although we have frieete whe 
have taken ateellea from Muir Greek. We have seen h* deep 
pods filled with salmon. 

ftd it ia a beautiful river to walk along, although that 
top pool that mesns wading across in fairly deep water 
often proves a stumbling block to reaching the better steel- 
head fishing grounds. Last year we did walk down from 
alnve that pool and reached the better fishing spots that 
way. getting one nice cutthroat trout tor our efforts. 


Start of the path along Muir Creek has been obscured 
by roaArak at the start of the logging road, beside the 
main Wsst Chest Road Thick gumbo has been pushed ever 
the bank where we used to toiler the sylvan faseet river 
path. It now seems better to walk another 50 yards up the 
logging road and than cHmb down the bank to the river- 
path. which Is easily found.

Some Like It Cool

To me, the moat charming and 
graceful of all the winter-flowering 
housepiants Is the Persian cyclamen 
which, in spite of its name, cornea 
originally Crons the Grecian islands 
Of the Eastern Mediterranean. 

The fl o r a, like delicately-poised 
tropical butterflies on thin stama, 
an moot commonly a cyclamen-pink 
shade, although 1 have a special af¬ 
fection for the pure wtrite variety. 

If one of three lovely plants came 
to live at your house on Christmas 
morning, undoubtedly you will be 
wondering whether the bulb ran be 
saved to grow and bloom another 
year. 

* * * 

This ia passible although it is 
always something of a gamble, for 
the cyclamen Is wgilslely unpredict¬ 
able la whether or not It will make 
a co meb ack attar its annual resting 


The first consi d era tion, though, is 
how to keep a Christmas gift plant 
healthy, happy and blooming for as 
long as possible, and the most im¬ 
portant factor hero la the tempers- 
lure, for those tn cool weather sub¬ 
jects and they go downhill rapidly In 
an overhe a ted room. 

They prefer a temperature of 45 
to 50 degrees by night with a rise 


of not more than 10 d e g reea during 
the daylight hours. 

In practice, a room with the radi¬ 
ators shut off except In extremely 
cold weather should suit your plant, 
MeaOy in an east window or a very 
bright north window. 

It may ha allowed to pay short 
visits to the family Uring quarters 
lor apodal ooca ri ons. but should bo 
returned promptly to its very cool 
room. 

* e e 

A cyclamen will need quite a lot 
of water during its period of active 
growth, and This is best poured in 
the saucer, allowing the pot and soil 
to suck it up from below. 

Walt until the surface soil becomes 
dry to the touch between waterings. 

While the plant is In bud or bloom, 
a few drops of liquid fish or liquid 
ssa w e sd fertilizer can be given In its 
water ones a week. A daily spraying 
of the leaves and buds with a fine 
mist of lukewarm water Is appreci¬ 
ated. 

As each flower fades, take it off 
to prevent the formation of seed, for 
seed-making is an exhausting pro¬ 
cess which would tend to weaken the 
bulb. Don’t cut the flower stem, but 
pull it out with a twisting jerk, 
steadying the pot and plant with 
your free hand, as this method leaves 
no stub of stem which might rot 
back and carry disease Into the bulb. 


When your plant appears to be 
tiring and produces no more flower 
buds. It la lima to start “weaning" 
it by gradually reducing the amount 
and frequency of watering. 

Too sudden a cut-off Is bad; the 
Idea ia to soothe It gently Into its 
resting period rather than knocking 
it out cold. 

* * * 

When the leaves start shrivelling 
and turn color, stop watering entirely 
and store the pot In the basement 
When the tops are quite dead, cut 
them off at soil level. 

Once you have your plant safely 
slumbcring, watering may be re¬ 
sumed, but very sparingly — just 
enough to keep the bulb from drying 
out but not enough to permit growth. 
Half a cupful once a month should 
be about right 

Next August riiake the bnlb out 
of Its pot and repot into fresh soil 
- the purchased African violet soli 
seems to suit the cyclamen. 

Use the old pot. giving it a good 
scrubbing first, and plant shallowly, 
with the bulb half In and half out 
of the aril. 

Bring the plant upstairs to its 
esst or north window and water very 
sparingly at first, gradually Increas¬ 
ing as new leaves appear.
